“>For the first time since our organ- 
ization, four yearg ago, we are able 
to’ present our: annual report in a 
timg when fighting and bloodshed 
have ceased, The work of our 
Chapter during. 1918 has been largely 
war work, or work inspired by condi- 
tions brought about by the war. 

‘;For the Red Cross we had two 
work drives in which 859 articles 


were made for the local branch. We 
also contributed $100 in money. 
During the year we supported two 
prisoners of war by monthly contri- 
butions, and made a special donation 
of $100 to the Prisoners of War Fund. 
When notice came that this fund 
was closed we still had on hand $146 
which had been specially raised for 
that- purpose. Our secretary wrote 
the Secretary of State, under whose 
department the War Charity Act is 
administered, and received authority 
from him to turn this money over 
to the 1.0.D.E. fund for French Re- 
Nef, 


' In 1918 food problems were a na- 


tional issue. We held a conservaton 
tea in March, which served the dou- 
ble purpose of raising money and 
showing what could be done in the 
way of patriotic cooking at a time 
‘when world supplies of many staples 
‘were limited. To call attention to 
the need for food conservation we 
also distributed leaflets on the sub- 
ject among:the school children. 


- The outstanding: activity of the 
year hag been the sending. of hand- 
knit socks to our Alberta soldiers in 
the trenches. We have been able to 
forward nearly 700 pairg of these this 
year, and feel very grateful to our 
memberg and friends who, by knit- 
ting for us, have made this possible. 
Nor have we been unmindful of the 
soldiers in our midst, patients at the 
military hospitals. To them we have 
tried to bring cheer. by gifts at Xmas 
. and by concerts. 


‘It ‘seemed fitting that our chapter 
which.ig named after the only British 


admiral to-lose his life in American]: - 


waters. in this war, should have 
taken a special interest in the Navy 
League and collected $348 for it in 
October. 

During the year we were favored 
with visits from Mrs. W. D. Spence, 
Calgary, and Lieut. Joan Arnoldi, of 
Shorncliffe, Eng., who gave us in- 
spiring addresses. 


Because, ag Daughters of the Em- 
pire, we feel a special interest in 
the last resting placg of our soldiers, 
we have had small Union Jacks 
placed on the three military graves 
in our cemetery. 


Last year we held 9 regular and 5 
executive meetings. Our present 
membership {g 54 members, of whom 
6 are life members We have had the 
misfortune recently to lose 8 “by re- 
moval from town. 

Since October our work has been 
somewhat cut in upon by the flu 
epidemic, and plang we had made 
have not been carried out. 

Our annual New Year's Eve dance 
was abandoned, and a lecture Mr. 
Woodg was to give ug had to be post- 
poned. While the isolation hospital 
Was open our members daily sent 
food to the volunteer workers to 
supplement their regular hospital 
fare. 

Our year ig ended, and we feel 
most grateful for the support our 
efforts have received from our mem- 
bers, friends, and the general oub- 
lic. We would like to close our re- 
port with a few words from -our na- 
tional secretary: “The dawn of the 
new day of peace is breaking, let us 
solemnly pledge ourselves to work 
steadfastly to Luild an undcitted heri- 
tage, and to make Canada worthy of 
the price that has been paid to save 
British ideals. We have seen the 
vision, and we dare not now be false 
to it.”

We have more 
opportunities for writing home, 
which ig a great relief to us. Pos- 
sibly by the time you get this we 
will be on the high seas plowing 
along the unstaked road bound for 
God's country—our home. Notwith- 
standing the joy and comfort of the 
hope that in the near future we will 
return home to civil life and occupa- 
tion, I am greatly worried, worried 
almost to the limit of human endu- 
rance, and frequently spending sleep- 
less nights, reflecting on an extreme- 
ly unpleasant experience I underwent 
a while back. 
JUST BEFORE ARMISTICE 

“It occurred the day before the 
signing of the armistice. We were 
in the front line trenches and had 
orders to take a small portion of the 
enemy’s lines. It was a clear morn- 
ing and just daylight when we went 
forward, and we had only reached 
the parapet when the enemy's mach- 
ine guns opened fire on us. 

“Upon reaching about a half way 
point to our objective I was directly 
facing a machine gun and could:not 
go far to the right or the left, and I 
would not go back. I decided to go 
forward ‘as best I could, so I crawled 
and shot while lying down. Many a 
fine fellow was.mowed down around 
me by the murderous fire of the ma- 
chine gun. 

“After I had crawled to within 25 
yards of the enemy lines I gave them 
five quick shots and, believe me, they 
were the best I had in the shop. As 
for me, it meant life or death and 
the machine gun ceased firing as a 
consequence of my shotg and run- 
ning to the pit I leaped down, know- 
ing that I had killed the gun's oper- 
ator. 

WAS FRENCH GIRL 


“I crouched down in the pit to 
avoid the machine gun fire still com- 
ing from in front of me. I turned to 
behold the glassy eyes of the up- 
turned face of the determined Ger- 
man I had shot. Instead of behold- 
ing a Hun, there lay the form of a 
nice featured French girl. I removed 
her cap from her head and her long 
hair fell by my side, just the color 
of Sis’, and that wag the first thing 
I thought of. What if it had have 
been my Sis. 

“I knelt down to see where she 
had been hit, and then I noticed a 
chain around one arm and her waist, 
which held her to her post, and re- 
membering how faithfully she had 
performed her task, I could not help 
but admire her courage, even if it 
was forced upon her. Feeling her 
pulse to see if she was dead, she 
opened her large, dark eyes, and 
stared straight at me for a number 
of seconds, and once I thought she 
was going to scare me. But quietly 
she said, ‘Oh, American,’ which some- 
how made me feel proud, and I an- 
swered her ‘Yes.’ I had a_ large 
bunch of questions to flash at her, 
and then she said, ‘Oh, mother; oh, 
mother,’ and the spirit left her body 
and took itg flight into another world. 


HOT SCALDING TEARS 


“As I sat there and thought of the 
suffering and agony that poor girl 
had gone through, hot scalding tears 
flowed from my eyes. Not only tears 
of sympathy for the poor unfortunate 
girl, but tears of rage at the thought 
of the brutal acts of those beasts of 
Berlin. I.emptied my gun over the 
form: of this girl, at the enemy, as I 
somewhat fancied she would desire. 
That night I carried‘ her body across 
the frost-covered ground and gave 
her the best and kindest burial pos- 
sible for me to give under the cir- 


‘|cumstances. Somehow, as I returned 


to my post, I could not figure out 
how it wag possible for the German 
brutes to commit such fiendish acts. 
There is no doubt about the girl 
being chained to her gun and was 
told that if she was taken prisoner 
or tried to surrender she would be 
shot, for such is thg case of many. 

“This is the first time I have ever 
had such an experience, and I hope 
such a one will never come my way 
again. How often have I wished that 
peace would have come to us a few 
days sooner, for if it had have been 
so,. it would have saved me _ the 
many and many nights of troubled 
sleep, and I feel so worried and blue 
over the matter. Sometimes I feel 
as if I would be held responsible for 
the death of this beautiful girl. I 
would gladly give all I have earned 
in the war if I could undo that one 
day's work, or if I could forget it.”

THE BREEDING OF HIGH-CLASS

We are informed by the officials of 


the Edmonton, Dunvegan and British 
Columbia Railway, that over 16,000 
head of cattle were shipped into the 
Peace River country during the year 
1918. Most of these were breeding 
stock. Horses, sheep, and _ swine 
are also being taken in, in very large 
numbers, and the figures show to 
what extent this vast new country 
to the north is being rapidly devel- 
oped. 

The Edmonton Exhibition Associa- 
tion, which has been keeping a fin- 
ger on the pulse of the agricultural 
and live stock industry, states that! 
there are many inquiries reaching 
their office for purebred sires, and 
they anticipate a very active demand 
for good outstanding bullg at the bull 
sale which they are holding in con- 
junction with the Alberta Provincial 
Cattle Breeders’ Association, during 
the week of the Edmonton Spring 
Live Stock Show, April 1-5. The 
entries for this sale close on March 
38rd. Only bulls which have been 
owned in Alberta for six months will 
be accepted for sale. A limited num- 
ber of cows will also be accepted for 
sale. The ruleg governing this cat- 
tle sale are now ready for distribu- 
tion, and show also the very liberal 
assistance which is given the pur- 
chaser and seller in the matter of 
freight.

Or, 
if we retain the word we speak of 
saving men. To save men we know 
that we must save the man as he is— 
a mass of relations. It is the son, the 
brother, the husband, or the father 
which we wish to set up in his place 
on hig own feet, animated by high 
spirit.

society seek to realize. Ag it was long 
ago pointed out, the principle of ab- 
straction gives us crude socialism, 
principle of aggregation gives us crude 
individualism; but organization which 
affords a fitting sphere for each mem- 
ber gives ug both social improvement 
and individual regeneration. 

There has been an extreme activity 
in the reorganization of our social life 
in itg industrial and its commercial as- 
pects. But it ig not always true that 
the reform ig an improvement. The 
conspicuous presentatfon of some end 
which will be served frequently con- 
ceals from sight the defectiveness of 
the method employed. And every 
earnest man igs at times perplexed as 
to the right estimate which should be 
formed of projected changes. In the 
midst of perplexity it is comforting to 
meet one who sees clearly and who 
makes us feel that he sees clearly. No 
writer of our day hag given a more 
spiritual interpretation to the social 
organization of the spirit than has 
Professor Bernard Bosanquet, of St. 
Andrew's. But it is not often that the 
seer will walk with us and patiently 
make clear to the average man the 
perplexing outlodla This, however, 
has been done, and the scene was, ap- 
propriately enough, the city of Edin- 
burgh. The result has been given to 
the public in a valuable pamphlet by 
Dr. Bosanquet, and published by 
Blackwood’s, entitled, “The Social 
Criterion.” The name arrests us. How 
shall we judge social reforms? The 
task will be one degree more simple 
for those who grasp the meaning of 
this brief study. ~ 

The first peril is that which is ever 
present today—the confusion ‘of names. 
In economics, as_ in theology, old 
termg are used to describe new 
schools which are antithetical to 
those for which the name was coined. 
Superficial resemblance blinds to 
fundamental difference. It is so 
easy to call a teacher an individual- 
ist, and to imagine, without any 
warrant, that his arguments are af- 
fected by the criticisms which are 
fatal to those views which are his- 


torically associated with the term 
“individualism.” We must see the. 
contrasted teaching as a_ protest 


against the name which is now used; 
and thug we have the strange exhor- 
tation to leave the term “individual- 
ist’ for “the commonplace  collect- 
ivist; it is his by right.” And it has 
become a commonplace that the word 
socialism has been 
scribe any attempt to realize the spir- 
itual end of society in the lives of 
its members. The truth is that pro- 
fessed socialism ig now not infre- 
quently the represertative of the old 
individualism.

Con- 
ditions, when permanent, both reveal 
and produce character. But there is 
no talismanic power in legislation 
apart from the local custom sup- 
posed to be embodied in that law. 
Enlightened social reform does not 
seek to eliminate the moral conflict, 
but it illuminates it with hope. Its 
object must be to provide a way of 
escape for those—and they are many 
—whose habits and character are 
superior to the customs of the class 
into which, through accidental and 
temporary causes, they have sunk. 
When moral poverty has _ produced 
economic unfitness, no _ treatment 
can be adequate which seeks to re- 
lieve the economic trouble without 
inducing such a spiritual quickening 
as will have economic results. All 
this tends to the conclusion that 
there is little to be done in the way 
of social reform save as there are 
provided channels through which re- 
newing impulses are brought to bear 
on life. It is personal autonomy 


which must be re-established. And 
this can be accomplished only as 
personality is brought to bear. The 


Christian redemption is redemption 
by inspired and inspiring personality. 
It is a programme of imparted per- 
sonality, of vital incorporation, both 
into a supreme personality, and into 
a body which holds that personality, 
ag it were, in’ solution. By any 
means, and by all means, sacrament- 
al suggestions must be made. The 
man who hag failed must be led to 
believe that at this moment, and 
through this rite, his own enervated 
manhood is reinforced by the person- 
ality of the saints who are nearest 
the throne, and of Him who sits on 
the throne itself. 

True social reform will not suggest 
any alternative for the man who is 
dgwn other than the old one, “Rise, 
take up thy bed, and walk.” But it 
will seek to bring that old word to 
bear in such a way that it will come 
with inspiration and hope. True so- 
cial reform aims, therefore, at creat- 
ing a greater force of organized in- 
spirers. It never fights the battle 
but it nerves to the conflict. 

Nothing can be farther removed 
assumption that each man must come 
to himself and to his God alone. 
While every man must bear his own 
burden, the enlightened social re- 
former can have little sympathy with 
that old individualism which says 
that society hag nothing to do with 
the individual other than to assure 
safety of life and property. Against 
that sordid view one must assert the 
spiritual nature of society. But be- 
cause one asserts this spirituality it 
becomes needful to show that all the 
institutions of society share in the 
high dignity. Crude socialism would 
recognize the mandate given to the 
state—society in its ultimate unit of 


force. But it would deprecate the 
family and the industrial order. 
Nothing is gained of permanent 


worth unless these other organs of 
the spirit are utilized. Therefore 
the family must receive more atten- 
tion. The family must be guarded 
against the forces which threaten to 
pervert its real end. The marriage 
of the unfit must ere long claim the 
most arduoug thought. The philan- 
thropic efforts towardg children are 
increasingly directed towards’ the 
cultivation of each child in a family. 
Though the direct guarantee of a liv- 
ing wage,i.e., a wage sufficient to give 
efficient support to a family, may be 
impossible, it is not so impossible, 
by means of communications, to re- 
duce the rents and other forms of 
expense so that the family may be 
for a longer time maintained as a 
unit. 

It is, therefore, only after careful 
qualification that one can hold that 
the state can do nothing for the pro- 
duction of character. The goal of 
society is ever definite, its function 
ig positive. But the means by which 
that end is to be reached wili ever 
be by finer and more delicate adjust- 
ment and organization of forces. Or- 
ganizationg will do little, but the or- 
ganization of tactful patient students 
may do much. In the pamphict to

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GOOD ARGUMENT 


Calgary. Herald.—Mrs. McKinney, 
Non-Partisan member of the legisla- 
ture, paid some attention in her ad- 
dress in the house the other day to 
liquor law enforcement. It had been 
hinted that the lady would perform 
in’ a sensational manner, but there 
was nothing sensational in anything 
she had to say. Her talk, however, 
did not lack force for that reason. It 
was a serious appeal for law enforce- 
ment, couched in temperate language 
and carrying weight because of its 
moderation. 

Mrs. McKinney does not think the 
government has done itself credit by 
the way it hag enforced the Liquor 
Act, and she does not hesitate to 
say so. Just what the trouble has 
been she does not attempt to explain, 
but she holdg the government respon- 
sible for the state of affairs that has 
developed and putg up a case to the 
premier which he cannot get around, 
no matter how much he may squirm. 

Failure to enforce the Liquor Act 
successfully, Mrs. McKinney con- 
tends, brings that act into disrepute 
and leads people to the conclusion 
that they may safely disregard it. 
Disregard for this law is calculated 
to result in less regard for other 
laws, with the ultimate result that 
from being a law-abiding province 
Alberta may become a lawlesg area. 
The argument is good, and its truth 
must be admitted. Also the respon- 
sibility ig clearly up to the govern- 
ment. 

There are many people in Alberta 
who do not like the Liquor Act and 
unless forced to do so will not keep 
its provisions. That is not the best 
sort of citizenship service, no doubt, 
but it is the condition, and must be 
faced. While the law remaing on 
the statute books it is the duty of the 
people to respect its terms and the 
duty of the provincial authorities to 
see that those terms are enforced 
without partiality. Alberta wants 
no exhibition such ag has just been 
witnessed in British Colum bia. 
Nothing of the sort can happen here 
if the authorities do their work ag it 
should be done.

he alone is able to weld the two ele- 
ments into one permanent party. 

In the present state of political 
flux, economic uncertainty and so- 
cial unrest, it is strongly felt that Sir 
Robert should remain at the head of 
the Canadian government and_ the 
general belief here ig that even Sf 
he has been offered the post he will 
refuse. Nothing definite, it is  ex- 
pected, will be known as to the sub- 
ject until the return of the prime min- 
ister from England.

XMAS PARCELS 


Sent by the Local Council of 
Women of Red Deer 


The acting President of the Local 
Council of Women of Red Deer has re- 
ceived acknowledgements of Christmas 
parcels sent by the ladies of Red Deer, 
which shows that the work and gen- 
erosity of the ladies were: very highly 
appreciated ,their parcels with the 
sweets being exceptionally welcome. It 
would take too much space to give all 
the letters, but the following will give 
some idea of the sentiment of the boys 
and of some of their experiences. 

The sense of appreciation which the 
boys felt is expressed in all the letters. 
Perhaps that of Rev, Dr. Wilson may 
be taken as an example. The Doctor 
writes from Shorncliffe: 

“I deeply appreciate the kindness of 
the L.C.W. in sending that very attrac- 
tive box as a reminder of Christmas. 
Glad to be thought of as still a citizen 
of Red Deer, where I always felt so 
much at home and where I have so 
many people I Nke to think of as 
friends. 


“The women of Canada have done a 
good work for our boys. They will 
never know how kind have been the 
thoughts of our soldiers towards them 
because so few, I fancy, have tried to 
express in letters what they have felt. 
But one in my position has had oppor- 
tunities for knowing something of the 
appreciation felt through the many 
kind efforts of Canada's women folk. 

“IT think that at present most of us 
are pretty restless, the Christmas sea- 
son doubtless intensifying the feeling. 
Demobilization, however, will of neces- 
sity be slow. For myself I scarcely ex- 
pect to get home before spring. 

“Please convey my sense of apprecia- 
tion to the L.C.W. for the Christmas 
box.” 


c. F. Bannister, Havricourt, France, 
about eleven miles from Cambrai, said: 
“The parcels sure came at a time when 
they were appreciated as we were hav- 
ing difficulty in obtaining supplies as 
we had just moved into our new camp.” 

N. B. Hughes, Mons, had a similar 

experience. “Something had = gone 
“wrong with the eats department, and 
our rations were conspicuous by their 
absence,” when the parcel arrived “at 
the psychological moment.” 

Capt. McKay, No. 1 War Hospital, 
Reading, wrote: 

“There is always something in a par- 
cel from Canada that makes it of much 
greater value than the material equiv- 
alent purchased elsewhere. I suppose 
it is something more than the extra 
sugar that goes into Canadian made 


*cake or candy, not to mention the fruit 


which is so scarce here; I think it 
must be that these are the medium 
through which we are actually made 
to sense the thoughtfulness and sym- 
pathy of folks at home. I have often 
watched with interest the reception of 
“boxes from home,’ at the same time 
feeling that I needed none, as my needs 
were so small, But I have learned 
since to appreciate better the meaning 
as well as the substance of these 
things. * * * © Jn our ward, four 
men are Canadians (eight in all), so I 
had the cook make up a little special 
pudding with the raisins from your 
box, and all blessed Canada—for rais- 
ins are rare in this land.” 

P. McGill, 21st Reserve, Bramshott, 
wishes to congratulate the ladies on 
the judgment used in making up the 
parcel. “It certainly met all require- 
ments, and you must have had some 
advice given from a returned man in 
putting it up. There is a great scar- 
city of everything sweet over here, and 
the genuine Canadian “Players” were 
a ‘bon treat.’ The Christmas parcels 
have started coming in and, for the 
first time in the history of the army, 
some of us have actually missed the 
grub line. Sounds funny, but it’s true.” 

F. B. Fisher, C.A.M.C., writing from 
Villers-en-Chalamont, France, Dec. 23, 
said the parcel was “tres bonne” (very 
good)—everything in it filled a want, 
and the honey was indeed a treat. He 
was in a hospital as orderly and they 
had a patient who “has been gassed 
and the honey was given to him as it 
seemed to ease his cough and _ his 
lungs. Poor boy! I am afraid he is one 
of many who will not know what good 
health is again. This hospital is in the 
Alps mountains on the eust side of 
France just west of Lake Geneva, a 
beautiful place. But I fancy Red Deer 
will look just as good to me for it will 
be four years in May next since I left 
my home. I put in eight months in the 
trenches up on the Belgian front where 
I got a slight shell shock and was sent 
here as being of no further use in the 
trenches. I am better now, but I left 
my eldest son Ivan up there in his 
Brave. How thankful we all are that 
it is over now and the thing that is on 
the soldiers’ minds is to get home to 
his family which will be a complete 
change in his existence for army life 
in war time is not to be envied, al- 
though there is the bright side to it. 
There is not much sign of demobiliza- 
tion here although 80 head of horses, 
according to orders, left here for Paris 
to be butchered. Is it not a shame, 
after the poor brutes serving us so 
faithfully all through the war to go for 
human food? I am going to leave here 
on the 27th to go on pass—the first pass 
since October, 1917. I go from here to 
Nice and Monte Carlo in the extreme 
south end, after fourteen days there re- 
port back to the C.A.M.C. depot in 
Folkestone, England, a nice trip.” 

Miss Nina Nash, C.A.M.C., 10th Can- 


adian Stationary hospital, B.E.F., 
France, wrote that the lovely parcel 
arrived in splendid condition. “It was 


one of the best parcels I have ever re- 
ceived, and certainly was a great treat, 
especially the cake and candy, both of 
which are very hard to get either here 
or in ‘Blighty.’ I shared everything 
with the other Sisters (there are five 
of us in one hut) and everything was 
highly appreciated and all the girls 
send their thanks. I came to France 
about two months ago, and like it very 
much. The work is quite hard, but 
there is less red tape here than in Eng- 
Jand. I suppose everyone in Red Deer 
is very excited about peace; well, we 


‘are too, and we are all hoping to be 


back home before very long. I have 
met very few Red Deer people since 
oming overseas, but then I have nurs- 
e Imperial and Australian patients 
more than I have Canadians, I think. 
I saw Miss Allen, Mrs. Howlett's sister, 
at Brighton shortly before I left there. 
She had just arrived in England. The 
Spanish flu has been very bad here; 
we lost a great many cases.’ 

Miss Allen wrote from No. 10 Cuan- 
adian Hospital, Brighton, Eng., about 
her “charming Christmas box from the 
ladies. The fruit cake was delicious 
and I am curious to know by whom it 
was made"—Hamilton Baking Co. 

Pte. J. W .Christian, 10th Canadians, 
Germany, writes: 

“I have great pleasure in sending you 
and the ladies of the L.C.W. ‘Greetings 
from ‘beyond the Rhine’ on receipt of 


a the 


yesterday. I well remember receiving 
& parcel from the same: source very 
early in the present year, while we were 
resting from a long tour of trench duty 
near Lens, and we little ‘thought then 
that less than a year would see us in 
occupation of German territory. _ We 
rather thought that we were doomed 
to live in caves and tunnels till we 


were returned to Canada, white haired 
deerepit old men, having been relieved 
from further trench duty by our sons 
or son's sons, having grown up in our 
absence, and able to bear arms (and 
shovels) for their country at last. But 
a really glorious future was awaiting 
us, and after four months of really in- 
teresting fighting, we set out on a 
walking tour through Belgium and part 
of Germany, to enable us to wind up 
our ‘Watch on the Rhine.’ 

“It has taken us thirty-four days to 
reach this small town of Hoffnungsthal, 
situated about 10-miles east of Cologne, 
twenty-two of which were actual 
marching days in which we covered 
458 kilometres (280 miles) in our 
zig-zagging course across country that 
would have been extremely interesting 
under different conditions, but march- 
ing over cobblestone roads with full 
pouches, or trudging through slush, 
which in some cases reached the bot- 
tom of our puttees, is not the most 
ideal method of viewing a country and 
I know of nothing that will make a 
country appear so dull and uninterest- 
ing as to load a man like a pack-mule 
and expect him to travel eight or nine 
hours a day, on little better than emer- 
gency rations. 

“But the uniform kindness of the 
population of Belgium and especially 
of the people we were billeted on (who 
could not do enough for us), did much 
to keep up the spirit of the troops, nor 
was our treatment at the hands of the 
people on whom we were bDilleted en- 
route in this country less friendly, and 
now that we are settling down and as- 
simulating their lunguage somewhat, 
we tind, in the majority of cases, that 
we have real homes. But every mile 
we have travelled eastward turned our 
thoughts more and more westward and 
Wwe ure very anxious to ‘about-turn’ now 
that the fighting is over and leave this 
watch-dog business to those who may 
have a liking for it. Our interest is in 
Canada, and though it is nice to know 
the people there have a loving interest 
in us, us evidenced by the parcel to 
hand, we shall be more than glad when 
it is unnecessary to send out such 
tokens of remembrance and when we 
can clasp the hand of our unknown 
friends and explain our gratitude more 
fully." 

G. Webster writes from Germany in 
part as follows: 

“We had just stopped for a rest after 
our, long march through Belgium into 
Germany. We made about 200 miles in 
a month. The trip through Belgium 
was lovely with lots of lovely scenery, 
but it was very trying on the horses 
after working so hard when the big 
drive was on. Our course was through 
the valley of the Meuse, so the country 
Was very hilly. We crossed the Meuse 
on the last day of November and 
travelled every day till the 13th of Dec- 
ember; on that day we crossed the 
Rhine at 1 o'clock and were inspected 
by General Plummer, as we were the 
first Canadian troops to cross’ the 
river. We were all wet to the skin as 
we had been out in the rain from 7 a.m. 
but we made a good showing. There 
were thousands of people in the streets 
of Koln to see us go through: We pass- 
ed through the middle of that city. It 
is a fine city and the people seem to be 
well dressed, but business is dead, and 
the food is very scarce. It looks as if 
he held on to the last as he had no 
rubber tires on his motor cars. Some 
had iron, others wood tires, and his air- 
Planes hud a canvass tire. But his 
guns were in first class shape, wagons 
were rather old-looking and all his 
horses that I saw were very thin. The 
people so far have treated us white 
and all seem to be glad the war is over, 
and I myself am not sorry although I 
think it will be quite a long time before 
they begin to send us home.”

GOVERNMENT'S BIG 
RAILWAY SCHEME 


ALBERTA DELEGATES TOLD OF 
CONSTRUCTION WORK TO BE 
DONE IN WEST. 


Ottawa, Feb. 13.—Assurance that 
the government purposes to pursue a 
vigorous policy of railway construct- 
ion in the prairie provinces, with the 
double object of benefiting sections of 
the country which lack transportation 
facilities and giving employment to 
returned soldicrs, was obtained today 
by delegates from the interprovincial 


;}conference of mayors of Alberta and 


Saskatchewan. 

The two delegates, Mayor Hardie of 
Lethbridge, and Capt. E. C. McKenzie, 
president of the Alberta Great. War 
Veterana:. Association, after interview- 
ing Acting Premier Sir Thomas White 
and Hon. J. D. Reid, minister of rail- 
ways and canals, expressed themselves 
as Featistiea with the program laid be 
fore them by the two members of the 
government. Capt. McKenzie stated 
that Sir Thomas White had intimated 
that thé government proposed during 
the coming session to vote large sums 
for the construction of railways and 
highways in the west. The buildiag 
of 2,500 cars for Canadian government 
railways, the munufacture of enor- 
moug quantities of steel rails for the 
railways, the eapenditure of $65,0UI!,- 
000 for shivbuildirg and :he govern- 
ment housing program’ were, said. 


Captain McKenzie, touched upon by' 


the prime minister in dealing with 
plans for the reconstruction period. 
The ministor c? railways, fall che 
delegates, bai stated that work on 
cver 300 “niles o! railway in Alberta 
and Saskatchewan had been author- 
ized in coi1imetion with h2 govern- 
meht railway s.stem. Thig wor? wis 
a:l on lines part!y graded and undes 
construction. Tie question of furth 
er extensions on the C.P.R. was now 
being discussed with heads of that 
road, and plans were being laid now 
for as much work of this kind in Al- 
berta and Saskatchewan ag possible.

To the Editor of The News.. 

Dear Sir,—With reference to various 
articles in both Red Deer papers re- 
garding the Red Deer postoffice, we 
aould like to fake this opportunity to 
enlighten your readers as to just how 
we stand in the matter of appointments. 
We believe that the returned man, who 
has seen service on an actual fighting 
front, should, providing he is efficient, 
be given preference in all positions. 
We are disappointed with the attitude 
of the Government’ in regard to this 
appointment, as, in our opinion, they 
did not live up to their promise to show 
preference to men who had seen active 
service. Our conception of active ser- 
vice is having been engaged in opera- 
tions in an actual theatre of war, hav- 
ing been discharged before reaching an 
actual theatre of war through injuries 
or sickness incurred on service and in 
the case of navy, having served on a 
sea-going vessel. This, of course, leads 
up to the present Postmaster and his 
right to expect any privileges under the 
Government's promise. We are strong- 
ly of the opinion that he is not, and 
can perhaps explain ourselves in this 
way: If a man was really patriotic 
and wished to assist his country In its 
hour of need, we are of the opinion 
that he went about it in the wrong way 
by enlisting in the Canadian navy. Our 
own imaginations are at times sub- 
normal, but we can't remember the 
time when they were so vivid as to con- 
ceive H.M.S.S. Rainbow and Niobe en- 
gaging the German fieet in the North 
Sea. We do not know of any system 
of drafting from the Canadian navy to 
the British navy except by volunteer- 
ing, so it naturally follows that a re- 
cruit for the Canadian navy, except in 
a few rare cases where men volunteer- 
ed and were accepted, reaches a Can- 
adian “warship,” and patrols our shores 
on the off chance of way-laying some 
unfortunate smuggler or bootlegger. 
We have the published statement of a 
Mr. Hadley, whose summéer -residence.

PLAN OF LEAGUE 
OF NATIONS NOW 
FULLY APPROVED 


REPRESENTATIVES OF GREAT 
° AND SMALL COUNTRIES 
WILL GOVERN SOCIETY. 


Paris, Feb. 12.—The plan for ~ a 
league of nations, which may now be 
considered ag virtually approved by 
all the members of the. special com- 
mission, provides for a small body of 
representatives of the great and 
small countries, which will govern 
the society of nations, meeting every 
two or three months in a place that 
will be internationalized. 


The meeting place was not indica-|, 


ted in the plan, but during the dis- 
cussion memberg of the commission 
spoke of Constantinople or some is- 
land. 

Each country will provide a list of 
experts in international law from 
which body will be chosen ,arbitra- 
torg when disputes between nations 
are submitted for settlement. 

If the country which the decision 
of the arbitrators places in the 
wrong does not accept the ruling of 
the arbitrators and hag recourse in 
arms not only the forces of the 
other contending party in the dispute 
but the forces of all the other mem- 

« of the society of. nations in a 
position to help will take up arms 
against it. 

The covenantestablishing the rules 
of the society of nations does not 
make it compulsory for all the con- 
tracting parties to go to war to help 
one of their associates. 

This wag decided when M. Bour- 
geois, in the name of France, asked 
that there should be a naval and land 
force of the society of nations ready 
to replace any enemy attack when- 
ever necessary and in the present 
case to keep such forces in France 
until all possible chance of attack 
from Germany was over. . 

NO MILITARY FORCE. 

Thig was opposed by the United 
Stateg and Great Britain and other 
countries, and after a long discus- 
sion it was agreed that no perman- 
ent military forces should be kept, 
but if a country should be attacked 
in violation of the rules of the so- 
ciety of nations, the attacked coun- 
try would employ her forces as ‘‘cov- 
ering troops’ waiting assistance 
from other members of the society 
which could more easily help her. 

No country would be obliged to go 
to the rescue of another country un- 
justly attacked, but all the  signa- 
tories to the society of nations would 
be compelled to join in economic boy- 
cott against the country which vio- 
lates its rules and also to maintain 
friendly neutrality in favor of the 
attacked country. Thus far during 
the discussion the British and Amer- 
ican. tendency hag been to reach an 
agreement on general principles, 
while the continental European and 
Latin powers have been inclined to 
go into details which rendered un: 
animity by the commission difficult, ; 
if not impossible.

CITY OF RED DEER 
CURFEW BY-LAW. . 


1. It shall not be lawful for chil- 
lren, both boys and girls, under the 
:ge Or apparent age of fourteen years 
o be upon the streets of the City of 
ted Deer afternine p.m.,between the 
rst day of October and the thirty- 
st day of March following in any 
ear, both dgys inclusive, and after 
ye hour of ten o'clock p.m. between 
the first day of April and the thirtl- 
eth day of September in each year, 
soth days inclusive, at which times 
they are hereby required to be in 
their homes, except under proper 
control or guardianship, or for some 
‘unavoidable cause. 

2. That fifteen minutes before 
-he hour of nine o'clock p.m. from 
the first day of October in wvery year 
until the thirty-first day of March 
following, both days’ inclusive, and 
fifteen minutes before ten o'clock 
..m. between the first day of April 
ind the thirtieth day of September 
following in every year, both .davs 
inclusive, the City constable shall 
cause the bell in the Fire Hall to be 
rung for at least two minutes, which 
shall be known as the Curfew Bell. 

3. That any child within the age 
aforesaid, found.on the streets of the 
City of Red Deer, contrary to the 
provisions of this By-law, and any 
parent or guardian of any such child, 
who after being duly warned in writ- 
ing by tne City yulice, permitting 


the child to be on ihe streets of the, 


City of Red Leer, contrary to the 
provisions of this By-law, shall upon 
sumimary conviction be subject to a 
penalty not exceeding flve dollars, 
exclusive of costs, and in cuse oi 
non-payment of fine and = costg in- 
flicted for any such breach, such of- 
fender shall be liable to  tmprison- 
ment either in the lock-up house of 
the City of Red Deer, or in the near- 
est common gaol for any period not 
exceeding twenty days, unlvsgs such 
fine and costs, including the custa of 
committal, are sooner paid.
